U.S. claims North Korea in violation of international law

WASHINGTON (UPl) - The Stale 
Department said Thursday North 
Korea violated International 'law 
when it flred an anti-aircraft missile 
at a U.S. spy plane. 
; Officials vowed the United States 
will "take whatever steps necessary" 
to protect Its pilots and planes, 

A spokesman said both Moscow and 
Peking arc being asked to reinforce 
the U.S. warning lo North Korea that 
it will not tolerate a repetition of 
Wednesday's Incident. 

-The missile exploded several miles 
from the high-flying, supersonic jet 
and posed no threat to the aircraft. 
Except for a stern warning, there was 
no.immedlate U,S. move to retaliate. 



When the Incident was announced 
Wednesday night. Pentagon official^ 
refused to say when the event oc- 
curcd. But deputy White House press 
secretary Larry Speakes said 
Thursday the missile was fired about 
1 ::J0 a.m. MDT Wednesday. 

Speakes, who Is in California where 
President Reagan 16 vacationing, said 
Reagan was not told of the Incident 
unlli his national security liriefing at 
10 a.m. MDT. about 8 hours later. 

State Department spokesman Dean 
Fischer .said flatly the missile was 
fired at the U.S, plane, which offlclals 
said never strayed over North Korean 
territory. 

Fischer said, "We Intend to con- 



tinue to fly these rouline fliglits and 
will take whatever steps are neces- 
sary_lo_assure the future safely of our 
pilots and planes." 

Fischer accused the North Koreans 
of violating the 1953 truce that ended 
hosliiitles on the Korean ^nnlnsula, 
end added. "Clearly, we are going to 
be watching North Korea's behavior 
very carefully." 

He sold further U.S. action in re- 
sponse to the attack, "military or 
diplomatic, remains to bo seen," 

He said the Incident "constitutes a 
violation of International law, the 
Korean Armistice Agreement, and 
accepted norms of International 
behavior. 



North Korea charged the United 
States Thursday with "provocatioris" 
along the demilitarized zone dividing 
the Korean peninsula. 

A (North) Korean Central News 
Agency dispatch monllored in Tokyo 
singled out U.S. soldiers for blame' 
and said, "Such provocative acts 
committed by the enemy side num- 
bered over 60 In the period from July 
11 to August 26." 

The- missile firing occurred Just a 
week after two U.S. Nav) fighters 
shot down a pair of Sovlel-bullt Li- 
byan Jets that had flred at them over 
disputed Mediterranean waters. That 
prompted Reagan to declare, "If our 
men are flred ori. our men are going to 



shoot back." 

Reagan was not awakened to be told 
of the Libyan dogfight until 6 hours 
later. On Wednesday, While House 
counselor Edwin Mecse told reportera 
in Sanala Barbara the even longer 
delay Involving the Korean incident 
was because "there weren't really 
enough details from the Defense De- 
partment to evaluate the situation." 

Reagan was briefed in more detail 
late Wednesday afternoon by Defense 
Secretary Caspar Welnlierger, who 
went to the president's mountalntop 
ranch for' a previously scheduled 
meeting.

Fischer read a prepared statement 
that said, "We now have confirmation 
that eariy yesterday the North 
Koreans fired a missile at a U.S. Air 
Foree plane- flying In South Korean 
and International air space."

certificates on Oct. 1, 
"It's a wIn-wIn situation," said 



Gerald McEvoy, vice president of the 
Lincoln Savings Bank In New York. 
"The banks win by getting now depos- 
its and'thc customer wins by getting a 
taxbreakonsavlngs." . 

The Lincoln is advertising 3»)er- 
cenl annual Interest on invcstmcnTsof 
51,000 or more plus I percent cash 
bonuses up to $500. On Oct. I, the 
Investments will automotlcalty be 
transferred Into new the "all-savers" 
certlflcates. 

In Chidago, Talman Home Savings

deal it says will yield 26.33 percent 
annually on a minimum $3,500 in- 
vestment, on the condition the in- 
vestor "rolls over" (he funds Into Ihc 
certificate Oct.]. 

The new ■ certlflcates, created as 
part , of the tax cut bill signed by 
President Reagan, will be offered 
from Oct. I, 1981, through Dec. 3t, 
1982, In dcnominalioRS of $500 and 
more. 

Taxpayers will be able to exempt up 
lo a cumulative $1,000 per person, or 
$2,000 per couple, on Interest earned 



on the one-year ccrilflcatcs. Depend- 
ing on 'when the certificates are 
purchased, taxpayers would be able 
to spread their exemption over three 
taxable years: j98M983. 

The beleaguered savings industry 
hopes the new certlflcates will gener-

The cnlch is the high Interest rale 
lasts only until Oct. 1, when the money 
Is funnelcd Into the certifrcates, which 
will pay up to 70 percent of Ihe rate on 
52>weel( Treasury bills. With T-blii 
rales now.al about 14.5 percent, inter- 
est on the all-savers certificates 
would run about 10 percent. 

And there arc penalties for savers

Financial experts contend people 
who pay 30 percent or more In taxes

Voyager has strange encounter with storm 



PASADENA, Calif. . (UPI) - 
Voyager 2 slashed through a storm of 
microscopic ice or dust particles 
behind Saturn at about the same time 
its camera platform got stuck, It was 
reported Thursday. 

Scientists could not tell whether the 
strange encounter was connected to 
the malfunction or not, but bolh oc- 
curred during the 92-minute period 
Tuesday night when the spacecraft 
was out of radio contact on the far side 
of the ringed planet.

As Ihe spacecraft plunged at about 
12 miles per second throu^ Uie level 
of Saturn's rings, C9,000 miles behind 
the planet and l,soo miles beyond the 
outer most G-ring, one of its sensors 
picked up a storm of reactions, which' 
"sounds very much like things hitting 
the spacecraft," said scientist Fred 

■ Scarf. 

Scarf played for reporters a tape 
recording of the sudden onslaught of 
noise In his Instrument — designed to 
detect _eloctramagneticJmpulses — _ 
recorded behind the planet and later 
relayed to earth. 

In. a 48-second period, the energy 



level "rose by a million times." Scarf 
said. "It came closer to saturating our 
instruments than anything we've ever 
seen." It disappeared as rapidly as it 
occurred, he said. 

He told reporters that he was 
"personally convinced" that the 
spacecraft passed through a bank up 
to 600 miles thick of particles of dust 
or ice and the rabbit ear antenna of 
his instrument picked up the burst of 
energy given off as they hit against it 
like raindrops splattering on a 
speeding car.

other plausible explanation," 

"We have discounted lo a very high 
degree of possibility" the chonco of 
radio magnetic, electric or other simi- 
lar causes.

Smith said the particles were almosj 
certainly far too tiny to be seen 
without u microscope. He estimated 
that If all the particles encountered 
'over a path of 600 miles were brought 
together they would probably form a 
piece"aboutonesquarcmiiIlmeterIn ' 
size" — the sizeof a pinhead.

Charities may be husrt by tax cut

WASHINGTON (UPli - President 
Reagan's tax cuts' will cost America's 
charities up to SI8.3 billion over four 
years unless upper-income taxpayers 
and corporations make bigger dona- 
tions for smaller tax incentives, a 
report soici Thursday. 

The Urban Institute, a Washington 
think tank, pre^ictcd^thc change in 
itie lax structure will shift the burden 
of giving from the rich to the middle 
and lower-mlddleclasses. 
The report estimated that wealthy 
-citizens-would contribute Sis.s biiilon- 
Icss through I9S4 llian ihey would 
have without the tax changes. That 
accounts for 75 percent of llw total 
projected drop in contributions of 
$]fl.3 billion. 

The report said the hardship will 
fall chiefly on charities most depen- 
dent on upper-income taxpayers - 
educational instituiions. hospitals and 
cultural acttvlllcs. 

Brian O'ConncU. president of a 
coalition of 323 groups interested In 
charitable contributions, said the 
proJectfMl loss of revenues under the 
new tax package is "unintentional but 
unfortunate." 

O'Connell's group. Independent 
Sector, financed the report . 

O'ConncU said he wilt appeal to 
Reagan, corporations and upper- 
income contributors to help nonprofit 



Independent Sector also will seek 
legislative relief, he said. 

"The job that we have Is to convince 
the administration and together hope- 
fully the American people that if we 
wani a society . . , with increased 
volunteer activity, if we are going to 
face decreases tn public programs, 
then people have got to be willing to 
contribute more money and compa-

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Idaho will dearly 
miss Don Watkins 

Idaho journalists and political leaders lost a good 
friend earlier this week. 

Don Watkins, 62, died Monday aiid was laid to rest 
Wednesday after a memorial service at the state 
Capitol building wliere ills body had lain in state. 

Few men have been accorded that honor. But 
Watkins was a rare man. Those attending the funeral 
praised him for his absolute honesty, integrity and 
impartiality. 

Don had begun his career as a journalist. But over 
the last 20 years, he had worked primarily as public 
relations and political advisor for a number of state 
politicians, and for the Department of Education. He 
worked for both Democrats and Republicans, for Don 
supported good men, not parties,, wherever he found 
them. He had the total respect of all who met him. 

His dixwit couldjjeeutting, his criticism severe for_ 

those he felt had erred. But he offered praise as 
readily to those he felt had done something right. He 
was no "yes" man. His blunt honesty was matched 
only by his clear-headed perceptions of problems and 
the practical solutions to those problems that he 
offered. 

Few "ordinary citizens" of the state knew of this 
extraordinary man. He was one of those "behind the 
scenes" type of men who kept the wheels of state 
government and politics rolling smoothly. 

He was an effective arbitrator of disputes. Both 
journalists and politicians sought and respected his 
advice.

NRC extends deadlines 
to install warning sirens 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Nuclear Regulatory- Commission 
voted unanimously Thursday to 
give ulJiitJes sjx more months, to 
comply with Its widely ignored 
July I deadline for installing reac- 
tor accident warning sirens. 

The commission approved. 5-0, a 
compromise proposal from Com- 
missioner John Aheame to extend 
the deadline to Feb. 1.

' BrianjGrimes, the NRC's chief of 
emergency planning, proposed a 
deadiine-of -July-lr 1982-fDr-a- new- 
rule requiring utilities to have 
functional public nollftcalion 
systems around their reactors. 

Air but six of 48 affected utilities 
failed to meet the old deadline for 
Installing sirens and other systems 
that would give persons within 10 
miles of a reactor a is-mtnute 



warning in case of a nuclear acci- 
dent. 

Steve Sholly of the Union of 
Concerned Sdentlsts, one ol three 
nuclear opponents permitted to 
address the commissioners, said 
the deadline was entirely reason- 
able. He criticized the NRC for 
failing to enforce It aijd the utilities 
for disregarding it!

"No. I'm not the judge, I'm not the 
Jury, I'm a witness," the surprised. 
Gosney replied, 

■ "Hove Mr. Layton sit down," Judge 
Robert Pcckham said before declar- 
ing a recess. 

Before the confrontation Gosney 
testified about the shooting that led to 
the slaying of Rep.

The governors said "the basic con- 
cepts of the new federalism should 
provide a healthy transition of power 
from Uic federal to the state level." 
But, to make It work, "the states will 
havtf to have greater flexibility in both 
laws and regiiiatlons." 

The federal government must ro-- 
cognize, they said, "that statespamiot ~ 
be left with the respoiislbility for a 
federal mandate without equivalent 
funding capability." 

While urging more consolidation of 
the current grant system Into state- 
controlled biKk grants, the governors 
said Aid to Famill&s with Dependent 
Chlidren.-Medicaid-and -food-stamp— 
programs should not be part of 
state-administered block grants "un- 
less they ace pdequately funded by the - 
federal government"

Williams cited the Hcbcr Valley in 
the mountains' cast of Provo as an 
example. He said the area has a 
higtier Incidence of leukemia and 
other cancers than docs the St.

The Williams and Green study, 
funded by the National Radiation 
- Research Institutc is to determine if - 
a threshold of exposure to low-level 
radiation can be established. 

"Understanding the effects of low 
doses of radiation Is critical," 
Williams said, "because of the 
number of people In our country 
working or living In conditions where 
low-level radiation exposure is a regu- 
lar occurence." 

"Establishing thresholds of safe 
low-level exposure to radiation is the 
total foundation upon which nuclear 
energy production and other atomic 
Industry Isjusllfied," he added.

Piloting in the Goodyear blimp: 
It's like 'belonging' up in the sky

There I was, a thousand feci over Chicago, at the 
control of the Goodyear blimp.

This was more than fun. This was sublime. 

Actually, I was not flying THE Goodyear blimp, 
because there arc four of them - the America, 
Columbia, Enterprise and Europa.

The single fat tire that hung down from the 
cabin squeaked unhappily on the tarmac, prolesl- 
ing the landing, a door opened and six passengers 
with blissful expressions werc hustled down a short - - 
ladder.

HOLLYWOOD - "Tarzan, The Ape 
Man" has held his tongue since star- 
ring In the title rale of the most recent 
lord of the Jungle epic.

Now Miles O'Keefe, a native of 
rural Tennessee and former college 
football player, has loosened up and 
speaks freely of his role as Tarzan and 
the making of the film, roundly 
panned by critics but a tux-office hit .

Derek put in a :hurry up call to 
Hollywood and 24 hours later a weary 
and confused O'Keefe reported for 
work, loin cloth at the ready. 

He was accompanied by a comely 
blonde, Chris Trainor, his personal 
manager, who helped smooth over the 
Initial differences; between O'Keefe 
andthcvolatileJohnDerck. . 

Truth Is. O'Keefe had more pro- 
blems staying healthy than he did 
. with co-star BoordlrectorJohn. 
"The food In Sri Lanka disagreed 
with almost everybody," he said. "It 
wasn't safe to drink the water cither. 
A' lot of people from Hollywood got 
sick. I grew tli^ of boiled eggs, 
bananas and pineapple but I didn't get 
sick."

But Stallone struggling with success 

*Rocky' getting plenty of roles

NEW YORK - Despite his 
carefully cultivated image as 
Rocky Balboa, the Italian Stallion, 
Sylvester Stallone Is really an 
aesthete at heart. 

While he was in New York re- 
cently publicizing his latest film, 
"Victory," In which he plays a 
goalie In a brutal soccer match 
between Allied prisoners of war 
and a Nazi team, he was most 
Interested In sneaking off to Ihe 
posh Sothcby Parke Bcrnct galler- 
ies to examine some 19th century 
-French bronzes. 

"People think I go around^ grun- 
ting all day," Stallone complains. 
"And when I buy a work of art, I 
know there arc three pritips — 
wholesale, retail and the Stallone 
price, which Is 300 percent over 
retail. 

"It's offenslve,^but 11 comes with 
the territory. There arc so many 
phonies in the art business you 
have to have someone you- can 
tnist." 

Although he's currently looking 
for a Rodin sculpture of a hand, 
Stallone's taste in- bronzes is 
usually for pieces "cither beginn- 
ing or. stopping an action, 
especially animal sculptures. Co- 
-Ing throu]^ my house Is like taking— 
a touroflTie National Geographic. ' 
. "The French were especially 



good at sculpting animals, which 
they did from books or looking at 
them in the zoo. When they show 
cats fighting, they're- practically 
balletic." 

So even in art, Stallone is Inter- 
ested in athletic combat. The im- 
age that xomc to him from his 
enormously popular 1976 sleeper. 
"Rocky," has come to haunt — as 
■well as make a rich man of — the 
kid who grew up in (he New York 
slum ofHcil's Kitchen. 

"Rocky 11" was similarly a hit, 
and "Rockylll" Is on Ihe way, 

"I wanted to be the size of Rocky 
Marciano for 'Rocky,' " Stallone 
says. "But I had to lose a lot of 
weight for 'Nlghthawks,' and I'm 
down 40 pounds from Rocky's 200 
for 'Victory,' because prisoners of 
war Just didn't eat very well. 

"Then, for. "Rocky III,' I gained 
only six more pounds by just eating 
the whites of eggs and exercising. 
Slimming down took me a month of 
eating 2,000 calorics a day while 
burning 6fl 7,000 in exercise. It's a 
crash course I don't recommend." 

The 35-year-old actor, sees 
"Rocky III" as autobiographical, 
about Ihc period in his life when he 
made "Paradise Alloy," based on -, 
hisownnovcila. 

- "Artistically It was a high point, 
but In my private life II was a low 
point," he says. "In 'Rocky III' 
-RDcky-tnkes-speoch"therapyrgots~~ 
his scars fixed up, and becomes 
Involved In charities.

his craft, which is what I was 
letting happen to me. I'd forgotten 
my basic training and had":io' 
rcacclimate myself to acting. , ..

Is there enough water left? 




GOODING - A lack of available 
" water could hamperplanstorcchargo" 
springs flowing from the Snake River 
Plain. 

: -That opinion, expressed by North 
Side Canal Co. Manager Ted DichI, 
was one of the few negative comments 
voiced Thursday in Gooding during a 
hearing on plans to form the Lower 
Snake River Plain Aquifer Recharge 
District. 

Fish farmers, who secured 
signatures from 55 percent of the 
wateniscrs inside the proposed dis- 
trict, said they believe river water is 
available in the winter and spring to 
spill up to 2,000 cubic feet per second 
onto fractured lava fields adjacent to 
canals on the north side. 
; George Lemmon, Hagerman Valley 
watermaslcr.-said the plan is neces- 
sary because increased groundwater 
pumping and increased efncicncy of 
irrigation sprinklers have cut the 



amount of water reaching the 
"Thousand'SpringS"area"b>rijair"rram 
peak levclsinthe I9C0s, 

Diehl said he is not opposed to the 
recharge concept, which would re- 
quire off-season use of the North Side 
and Big Wood canal systems. But he 
said prior water rights held by canal 
companies planning to generate 
power at Milner Dam could leave 
little water available for off-season 
diversion. 

Further aggravating fish farmers' 
problems, he said, is a Bureau of 
Reclamation study that could ul- 
timately trim even further the 
amount of water reaching the aquifer. 
The bureaa is considering the possi- 
bility of paying canal companies to 
line canals with concrete as an 
alternative to repairing Jackson Lake 
Dam, according to DIehl. '

IVIost of the dozen or so persons who 
spoke al the hearing favored forma- 
tion of a recharge district.

Dunn would appoint five directors, 
who thereafter would be elected by 
wateruscrs within the district.

Man responsible for auto deaths 
gets probation, anti-alcohoi wori

TWIN FALLS - A Wendell man 
held responsible for the deaths of a 
_Twl[LFal]s_coupic earlier_lhis..yeaL 
was placed on prebatlon Thursday. 

Clovas W. Rader, 67, pleaded guilty 
June 29 to charges of involuntary 
manslaughter and drivingL. while in- 
toxicated. 

Those charges stem from a Feb. I8 
two-car collision on U.S. 93 which 
claimed the lives of Mustic and 
Marion Braun of Twin Falls. 

According lo Idaho Stale Police 
reports, Rader was proceeding north 
when his pickup truck crossed the 



highway's center line and collided 
with the Braun's southbound vehicle. 
Marion Braun was pronounced dead 
at the scene. Her husband died the 
next morning while i/ndcrgoing 
emergency surgery at the University 
of Utah Medical Center at Salt Lake 
"City. 

On July 17, Special Prosecutor 
. Susan Swanberg dismissed one of the 
two involuntary manslaughter counts 
against Rader. Swanberg was ap- 
pointed prosecutor in the case after 
Twin Falls County Prosecutor Harry 
DcHaan pulled out due to the possibil- 
ity of a conflict of Interest. 

Thursday, defense lawyer, Greg 
Fuller, asked 5th District Court Judge 
Daniel Meehl to spare Rader from 



prison. Instead Fuller, who argued his 
client had lived a stable life except for 
his alcoholism, proposed a treatment 
program in lieu of prison. 

Relying on the testimony of Barry 
Meyers, executive director of the 
Magic Valley Alcoholic Recovery 
Centers, Inc., Fuller added that 
Rader had satisfactorily completed 
MVARC programs since the auto 
accident, 

Swanberg recommended Sth Dis- 
trict Court Judge Daniel Meehl order 
Rader to serve up to two years in the 
state penitentiary. 

But she indicated she would not 
"strenuously" oppose placing the de-

Part of the charges involve an 
alleged high turnover.. of police of- 
ficers since McGowan's hiring as 
police chief in 1980, But exactly how 
many officers have resigned in dis- 
agreement with . McGowan has 
become unclear. 

In a North Side lilews story Thurs- 
day, Evcrheart was quoted as claim- 
ing 19 officers have left the depart- 
ment In dispute with McGowan and 
that most charged him with un- 
professional conduct. McGowan re- 
sponded that only five or six officers 




have quit under those conditions, 

Evcrheart told the Times-News the 
I'j-officer figure "is loo high" and that 
he is not sure how the figure got into 
print. North Side News Editor Den 
_Spjrhawk said his staff stands behind 
the "19 officer" quote from Everheart 
as printed in the Jerome paper and 
that no misprint occurred.
